(A Guest Editorial) 


This istoufCanada, We would like to 
see a united Canada, with homes of God- 
fearing people who have, for themselves and 
for their children, the opportunity of living 
useful and satisfying lives. It must be a Can- 
ada within the British Commonwealth and 
Empire. preferably with a flag of its own 
The Canada we desire is one without class 
distinction, wherein there will be equal Op- 
portunity for all 

In this kind of a world 
to be adequately defended from unprovoked 
aggression There should be universal mili- 
tary training for at least a year, and higher 
standards of physical fitness throughout. 
After satisfactory provision has been made 
for her own people, Canada must one day 
open her doors to a selected immigration; 
from-stocks that will be truly assimilable 

In our view, there should be considerably 
more attention paid to the development of the 
primagy industries of Canada, upon which so 
much of-our external trade depends and by 
means of which so many of our people live. 
The lot of the farmer, the miner, thé lumber- 
man and the-fisherman could and should be 
improved, Prosperous farms mean a prosper- 
ous nation. Out of the mines should come 
human satisfaction, as well as dividends 

There is need of uniform standards of 
schooling throughout Canada, with a wider 
application of the scholarship and bursary 
system, Promising students should be ad- 
vanced as far as they can go jn education. 
‘The merit system should apply at all points. 
A great deal more could be done in the schools 
to develop a Canadian national outlook. 
Sports should be designed to include all of 
the student body actively. The social side of 
school life should be developed. 

Nationally, the homes of Canada should 
be its strength. Too many outside diversions 
have not contributed to the development of 
a satisfactory home life. The primary prep- 
aration for life must start in the home. It 
is there that character is formed>Good-homes 
make good citizens. Outdoor activities of a 
desirable nature are also necessary to develop 
healthy and clean-thinking young men and 
women, 

Above all, our nation must be honest with 
itself. In politics, in business, in all human 
relations there should be only one standard 
of conduct, the best. If promises are made, 
they should be kept. The Golden Rule 
should be observed. and put into daily use. 
What is required is a clearer national vision, 
and the courage to work for its realization 
unitedly and with high hope. Canada has 
the brightest opportunities of any land. Let 
us use them, together,

Nearly two years ago the opportunity to en- 
joy indoor skating, or to watch Canada's na- 
tional pastime ice hockey disappeared 
Since then a considerable sum has been raised 
by the public to replace the arena. There 
have been proposals and counter proposals, a 
by-law passed by a handsome majority. and 
sull there is no arena, It is time for action 
now. 

Not so long ago Victoria was the hame of 
the Cougars, champion ice hockey team in all 
Canada. That team developed from scratch 
on local ice. [t took the world’s champion- 
ship. Other ice hockey teams since then have 
started bere, but, without facilities for train 
ing. have been denied their real change. Vic- 
toria boys have gone to Narlaimo to train for 
league fixtures on the Mainland. When will 
they-be-able-to train-at home’ 

Ice skating is popular in this community 
The lack of an arena is felt keenly by young 
and old alike. No city of comparative size in 
Canada can afford-to remain withour such 
facilities for a fine, clean sport and healthful 
recreation. Arguments over a site could go 
on-forever. but that wall not-bring an arena 
Surely this is one thing that Victoria can do 
for jtself, without further delay 


Savings 

Dissolation of the Navional War Finance 
Committees, which organized the Victory 
loans and promoted the sale of savings stamps 
and certificates throughout the wat, is an in- 
dication that the Ninth Victory Loan which 
resulted in the anprecedented sum of two bil 
lion dollars being subscribed by the people of 
Canada for postwar rehabilitation purposes 
is the last sich lofnecontemplated by the Do- 
minion Government. 

‘The House of Commons last week paid 
deserved tribute to the committee, on which 
at various times served some of the most out- 
standing men in the business and financial lite 
of the-countey,—Associated with the commut- 
tee have been thousands of individuals and 
organizations across Canada, to whom thariks 
are also due for their efforts in raising the vant 
amounts Hecessary for the prosecution of the 


war. Back of all, of course, has been the 
willing sacrifice of the people of this country 
as.a whole, who answered every call and gave 
unstintedly of the dollars needed for victory. 

It is reported thatthe promotion of some 
regular savings campaign is under considera- 
tion, to follow the completion of Ninth Loan 
payments next Fall, Provincial authorities 
are to be consulted as to the desirability of 
continuing the sale of savings stamps in the 
schools. for example, with the object of teach- 

children savings habits. 

Widny people have grown to appreciate the 
benefit of definitely assigned savings as a result 
of participation in war loans. Undoubtedly 
provision by such means against personal 
emergencies is made to an extent not likely 
otherwise, and in all probability a savings 
scheme of some sort, albeit on a smaller scale, 
would meet with considerable approval. The 
success of a peacetime savings loarf, however; 
depends on speedy ‘reduction of the present 
heavy taxation rates. Peacetime incomes will 
not be those-of-wartime, and individuals, no 
matter how willing, cannot save what they 
do not have . 


Preventable Deaths 


The statement by President Truman that 
more American lives have been lost on the 
highways than on the battlefields emphasizes 
the actual hazards of modern automobile. 
travel, In 1943 in Great Britain 122,536 
people were killed or injured in. road acci- 
dents, Over a ten-year period ending in 1942 
some 330,000 persons in the United Srates 
died from the same cause. Canadian road 
casualties do not reach these proportions but 
they are safficiently numerous to warrant con- 
siderable apprehension 

It is an amazing fact that nations which 
rightfully regard war with horror because of 
its appalling sacrifice-of life, seem to accept 
with complacence a circumstance equally fatal 
over along period. If one-hundredth part of 
the effort needed to combal war were expend- 
ed on the prevention of accidents, highways 
would soon cease to be the danger to life and 
limb that they are, The combination of good 
roads and high-speed cars presents a serious 
problem that deserves the continued attention 
of governing authorities everywhere
